The Iinjured were brought
to the Ameriean Hotel in this elty,
where they are securing the neccesary atteation
from the officers of the road and physicians,
Among the injured are Mrs, Samuel 8happee, of
Binghamton, contusion of spine and fractured
ribs, serious but hopeful. Mr. and Mrs. 8happee
were on thelr way from New York to S8an Fran-
cieco, Mra. James, of No. 4458 Eighth avenue,
New York, fatally injured; she had a child in
her arms sixteen months' old, who was also
fatally injured by being violently hurled agaiust
the side of the car. Mra: Miller, one of the
emigrant party in the smoking car, sustained
fatal internal injuries. Theresn Frank, another
emigrant woman, arm broken. Philip Frank,
injured about the head. Catharine Drost, se-
riously injured nbout the head. Eilght others,
all emigrants, whose nnmes are unknown, sus-
tained injuries of a more or less serious charac-
ter.
